introduced in the senate by Mr. Gar- 
field providing for civil service reform 
for the state and cities, the voters of 
the latter to decide whether they will 
adopt it. 
• The bill of Senator Sheppard increas- 
ing the authority of the state board of 
charities was put through. It gives the 
•board the right . to 
investigate the 


whole system of public charities and 
correctional institutions, as well as the 
officers in charge of such institutions. 
It also provides that all plans for new 
jails, workhouses, children's homes, in- 
firmaries, state institutions and mu- 
nicipal prisons shall be submitted to 
the board. 


The governor may at any time order 


the board to investigate the manage- 
ment of any institution, the board re- 
porting its findings to the chief execu- 
tive. 


The Bramley resolution, providing 


that no penitentiary or prison contracts 
shall be made for a longer period than 
six months pending tne legislation of 
the present session, was passed by the 
senate just as it came from the house. 


The bill of Senator Finck, which-was 


defeated Monday, was brought up in 
the senate again and passed.

The "cow tree is so cr.llcd bccausn 


it yields au abundant supply of milk. To 
obtain the inilk di'cp incisions :iro made 
iu the treo, from which thu tiuid flows 
iut.o vessels placed ready to receive it. 
This vegetable, milk is \vbite, somewhat 
viscid mill has an agreeable ihivor, and 
an analysis of it slmws that it is very 
much like the milk ut' u cow in its com- 
position. Tbo cuw tree grows on tho 
slope of the mountain chain bordering 
ou Venezuela. 


Tho cloth tree is found at Otahcite, iu 


the south ssa. 
The- bark is taken off in 


long strips aud put to soak overnight 
in running water. The soaking softens 
it, so that the inner liber may bo easily 
separated from tbe rest of tlie bark. 
Tho fibers aro put together in lengths of 
about 11 or 12 yards, and the lengths 
are placed snio by side until they aro at 
least 13 incises iu width, and two or 
three layers of libers aro put ouo upon 
another. 


Tho fibers adhcrn together in 
one 


piece, and tho material tlnis formed is 
beaten upon a smooth piece of wood until 
it becomes as thin as muslin. It is then 
bleached iu the air lor a time, when it 
is ready to be uuule up into clothing. 


Tbe stinging tree of Queensland is 


pleasing to tho eye, but dangerous to tho 
;ouch. Its effects are curious. It causes 
;reat pain to tho person or animal that 
jas tho misfortune to get stung by it, 
3ut it leaves uo wound, no 'mark of any 
dud, and for mouths afterward the part 
stung is painful iu rainy weather or 
when in any way it gets wot. Frequent- 
ly it is necessary to shoot horses aud 
dogs that have been stung by the tree, 
so maddening is its effect upon them. 


Tbe angry tree grows in Nevada, east- 


ern California and Arizona. 
When 


in the least disturbed, this highly sensi- 
tive tree shows its anger by ruffling up 
its leaves aud emitting a disagreeable 
odor.—D. V. F. in Philadelphia Times. 


K«w Products ot Wood. 
| 


It is not generally known that over 60 


•pp.r cent of wood may bo converted into 
liquid. Tho strongest hydraulic pressure 
would not squeeze one-half of 1 per cent 
of moisture from dry wood, but by put- 
ting tbo sumo material into an iron re- 
tort :ind converting it into charcoal by 
means of heat the gases and smoke, to 
tho extent of fully 03 per cent of the 
weight of tho wood, may be condensed 
into a. liquid called pyroligneous acid, 
uud from it tiro obtained wood alcohol, 
acetate of lime aud wood tars. A cord 
of wood weighing -1,000 pounds produces 
about a, (550 pounds of pyroligncousivcid 
uud 700 pounds of charcoal. Tho pyro- 
ligucous acid from one cord of wood 
produces 9 gallons of 83 per cent crude 
wood alcohol, 200 pounds of acetate of 
Ihno and about 25 gallons of tar, besides 
35 bushels of charcoal. After tho pyro- 
ligneous uciil is neutralized with limo 
tho wood alcohol is distilled off, tho 
lime holding the acetic acid in solution. 


After tho separation of tbo wood spirit 


tho remaining liquid is boiled down in 
open pans to a sugar, which is dried, 
and becomes the acetuto of limo of com- 
merce. Acctato of limo is uscct for mak- 
ing acttio acid. Fully throe-fifths of all 
the wood alcohol and acotato of lime 
produced in tho world arc made in tho 
United States. Fully 15,000 acres per 
year are cleared for this purpose. Wood 
alcohol affords a perfect; substitute for 
grain alcohol for manufacturing aud 
mechanical purposes and at loss than 
one-third tho cost. It is used principally 
as a solvent in tho making of shellac 
varnish, in making celluloid, photo- 
graphic paper, etc. 
It makes ninny 


beautiful dye tints. It is antiseptic aud 
much used for liniments and tor skin 
rubbing in 
bathhouses.—New York

Wlicu Mini Is Dangerous. 


It is a singular fact, yet cue substan- 


tiated by statistics, that most crime is 
committed in New York by men 2i» 
years old. This is not only true of tho 
losser, but also of tbe greater crimes, al- 
though a man is presumed to bo at that 
period of his life not only in tho zenith of 
his physical powers, but also in full 
and complete possession of bis mental 
strength, with a complete appreciation of 
right aud wrong aud tbeir respective 
consequences. This condition is a prob- 
lem which has not beon solved by the 
student of criminology, and ouo which 
is made tbo more complex by the fact 
that the ages of 21, 27 and 45 years 
nearly equal it, with the intervening 
years showing a far leas percentage of 
crime. 


It is indeed peculiar that the crim- 


inal tendency should be so strong at 29, 
with no such inclination, so far as crim- 
inal statistics show, in as great a degree 
for the succeeding 10 years and then 
another outburst of the animal in man. 


This condition is found to be true by 


actual figures, and as all statistical com- 
putations at which average conditions 
are sought to bo determined are arrived 
at by this method, so may the student 
of this subject as well as the .insurance 
magnate who bases Ins rates on tho gen- 
eral average of losses in proportion to 
the risks taken, and does so with full 
safety, employ it in solving tho problem 
before him.—Chicago Times-Herald.

Tho German Tribes. 


Wo know nothing of tho Gorman 


tribes until about 100 B. C. Suddenly 
they loom up in the north, aggressive 
foes of the Romans. For somo timo 
they were bold iu chock by tho stubborn 
resistance of tho legions, until'iiually, 
when tho restraining hand of Romo was 
withdrawn, they spread all over west- 
ern Europe in the fourth and fifth cen- 
turies of our era. Such aro the well 
known historic facts. Lot us see what 
archaeology may add to them. Tho first 
investigators of ancient burial grounds 
iu southern Germany unearthed two 
distinct types of skulls. 


Tho round headed variety was quite 


like that of the modern peasantry round- 
about. The other dolichocephalic type 
was less frequent, bnt strongly marked 
in places. 
An. additional feature of 


these latter was noted at once. They 
were generally found iu burial places 
of a peculiar kind. An easterly sloping 
hill was especially preferred, on which 
tho skeletons lay foot toward tho rising 
sun—probably a inattor of religious im- 
portance. Tbo bodies were also regu- 
larly disposed in long rows, sido by 
side, a circumstance which led Epker to 
term them Reihcngraber, or row graves. 
Other archaeologists, by a study of the 
personal effects iu the graves, succeeded 
in identifying those people with the 
tall, blond Teutonic invaders from the 
north. 
Such 
graves aro found all 


through Germany as far north ns Thu- 
ringia. They bear witness that Teutonic 
blood infiltrated through tho whole pop- 
ulation. — Professor W. 2. Ripley in 
Popular Science Monthly.
